TO     THE     ENGLISH     READER, 

There  are  one  hundred  Dakota  people  who  should  learn  to  speak 
English  to  one  English  speaking  person  who  should  learn  Dakota.  In 
the  preparation  of  this  little  vocabulary  we  have  therefore  kept  in  mind 
the  advantages  to  be  secured  to  the  Indians,  and  especially  the  two 
thousand  Dakota  children  now  attending  school.  Many  of  these,  and 
the  thousands  vet  to  come,  we  believe  will  find  this  little  volume  a  very 
useful  companion  in  their  efforts  to  read  understand!  ugly  the  Eng- 
lish language. 

The  dozen  score  of  White  people  engaged  in  Mission  and  School 
work,  as  Government  Officials,  or  in  the  different  avenues  of  trade 
among  the  Dakota  Indians  have  not  been  overlooked.  The  student  of 
the  Dakota  language  will  find  this  a  useful  hand-book. 

For  the  benefit  of  beginners  we  subjoin  the  Dakota  Alphabet  and 
a  few  remarks  upon  the  idiom  of  the  language.

1  (le),  same  as  iii  English. 

m  (me),  same  as  in  English. 

n  (lie),  same  as  in  English. 

i)  (in),  is  a  nasal  sound  nearly  the  same  as  n  in  angry. 

0  (oh),  sound  of  o  in  go. 

P  (pe)'  same  as  in  English. 

<j  (qe),  an  explosive  k,  unlike  any  sound  in  English, 
g  (see),  same  as  in 


£  (she),  has  the  sound  of  ah  in  she, 

t  (tea),  eame  as  in  English. 

U  (oo),  has  the  sound  of  oo  in  ooze. 

W  (we),  sam,e  as  in  English. 

y  (ye),  has  the  sound  of  y  in  ye. 

Z  (ze),  same  as  in  English. 

Besides  the  q  mentioned  in  the  Alphabet  as  an  explosive  k, 
there  are  three  other  letters  often  pronounced  with  the  same  explo- 
sive sound.  When  so  pronounced  they  are  represented  with  a  dot 
underneath.  These  letters  are  c,  p,  t.  Also  k  explosive  is  some- 
times thus  written  instead  of  q. 

ACCENT. 

This  is  so  important  that  a  change  of  accent  often  changes  the 
sense.  Maga  with  the  accent  on  the  first  syllable  means  a  FIELD  ;  with 
accent  on  tne  second  sylable  it  means  a  GOOSE. 

No  universal  rule  for  the  accent  can  be  given.  It  has  been  found, 
however,  by  examination  that  much  the  larger  part  of  all  Dakota  words 
of  mote  than  one  syllable  place  it  on  the  second  syllable,  so  beginners 
should  place  it  there  until  they  learn  it  is  else  here. 

Another  rule  is  that  all  abstract  nouns  formed  by  prefixing  "wo" 
of  which  there  is  a  large  number,  take  the  accent  on  the  first  sylable  ; 
as,  woyute,  FOOD. 

A  very  good  excercise  for  those  wishing  to  learn  the  Dakota  accen- 
tuation is  to  run  over  the  columns  of  words  in  the  Dakota  spelling- 
books,  where  the  accent  is  marked. 

TRANSLATION  AND  COMPOSITION. 

Reading  the  Dakoti  language  is  only  a  very  short  step  on  the  way 
to  Dakota  scholarship.  The  pecular  construction  of  the  Dakota  sentence, 
the  idiomatic  expressions,  and  the  twenty  thousand  words,  if  mastered 
thoroughly,  will  take  months  of  toil  from  the  brightest  mind.  But  few 
foreigners  will  undertake  this  thorough  mastery.  Indeed  it  is  not  nec- 
essary for  common  intercourse. 

For  the  purposes  of  trade,  for  salutations  and  socialites,  for  prim- 
ary instruction  of  natives  in  the  school-room  and  industries,  it  is  not 
necessary  to  be  a  master  of  the  language.  A  dozen  or  two  of  verbs,  a 
few  sc.>re  of  other  words,  with  a  very  slight  knowledge  of  the  manner  of 
throwing  them  together,  and  plenty  of  native  wit,  has  been  all  the  capi- 
tal of  many  a  so-called  good  interpreter. 

Notice  the  common  order  of  the  construction  of  a  Dakota  sentence. 
FIRST,  the  subject,  followed  by  its  qualifying  words ;  SECONDLY,  the  ob- 
ject, followed  by  its  qualifying  words;  THIRDLY,  the  verb  with  its  quali- 
fying words  which  generally  precede  it.  The  big  boy  struck  his  little 
brother  with  a  stick,  hoksidan  tanka  sunkaku  cistinna  can  on  apa. 

DIALECTS. 

Tn  this  vocabulary  the  Santee  dialect  has  been  plated  first.  The 
regular  dialectic  changes  of  d  and  n  into  1  for  the  Teton  ;  and  of  hd  into 
kd  for  Yauktoii  and  gl  for  Tetou  are  not  noted.  But  a  considerable 
jwmbpr  of  other  dialectic  differences  are  given.
